All even numbered sections of Domiaion 
Lands in Manitoba a the North-West 

Territories, except 8 and 2¢, whish have not 

been homesteaded, reserved to provide wand 
: lots for settlers, or other purposes, may be 
nomesteaded by any person who ie sole 
Lead of a family, or male over eigatcen 
years Cf age, tu the extent of ome quarter 
section of 160 acres, more or less. 


| ENTRY, 
Ent: may be made maliy at thc 


local land office in which the land to be 
taken is situate, or if the homesteader 2 
sires, he was, on application to the Ministue 
of tlie Interior, Ottawa, or the Commissionet 
of Wxuminion Lands, Wiu ipeg, receive 
anthority for some one to maze entry for 
him. A fee of $15 is charged tor an ordinary 
homestead entry ; bu? for lands which have 
veen occapied an additional fee of $10 is 
chargeable to mée’ inspection and eancella- 
tica expenses. 
HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 

Under the present law vomestead duties 
may be performed in three ways, and on 
making application for entry the setiler 
must declare uncer which of the following 
couditious be eiecss to hoid his land :- 

1. Three years’ enltivation aud revidence, 
during which perod the settler mag not be 
absent for more than six monthsin ary one 
year without forfeiting the entry. 

2. lRidence for two years and nine 
months anywhere within two miles of the 
homestead quarter section, and afterwards 
actual residence in a habitable house upon 
the homestead for three months next prior to 
applivation for patent. Under this s5)etem 
10 acres must be broken the first vear after 
entry, 15 additional in the seeond, and 15 
in the third year; 10 acres to be in crop the 
second year, and 25 acres the third year. 

3. The tive years’ system under which a 
cottler may reside anywhere for the first two 
years (but must pericct hia entry by cow- 
mencing cultivation within six months aster 
the date thereof,) breaking five aercs the 
first year, croppins those 5 acres and break- 
ing 10 acres addiiionai the second year, and 
also buildiug a habitabis house before the 
end of the second year, The settler must 
commences actaal residence on the home- 
stead at the expiration of two yeara from the 
date of entry, and thereafter reside upen 
and cnliivate his homestead for at least six 
mouths iv each of the threa uext succeed- 
years. 

AYPLICATION TOR PATENT 
may be mado before the loeal agent, any 
homestced inspector, or the intelligence 
oticer at Mecicine Hat or Qa'Appeile 
Station. Before making applicaticn for 
Patent the settler must give six months’ 
notice in writing to the Cummissioner of 
Dominion Lands of his intention to do go, 
INTELLIGENCE OFFICES 
are sittiated at Qu’Appelle Station and Medi- 
cine Hat. Newly arrived immigrants wil! re- 
ceive at any of these offices information as 
to the lands that are open for entry, and 
from the officer in charge, free of expense, 
advice and assistance in securing lands to 
suit them. 
A S®COND HOMESTEAD 
may be taken by anyone who has received a 
homestead patent or a certificate of recom- 
mendation countecsigned by the Commis- 
sioner of Dominion Lands upen application 
for patent made by him, or had earned title 
to his first homesterd on, or prior to the 
secoud day of Jane, 1887.
